Will resign from House over 
eonvietion for manslaughter 

FLANDREAU, S.D. I In a verdict that brings 
an abrupt end to a three -decade political 
career, a jury convicted Republican Rep. Bill 
Janklow of manslaughter Monday for a col- 
lision that killed a motorcyclist, rejecting the 
congressman’s claim that he was disoriented 
by a diabetic reaction. 

Janklow announced later Monday that 
he would resign from the House effective 
Jan. 20, the day of his sentencing. 


The jury in Janklow’s boyhood hometown 
deliberated for about five hours before return- 
ing its verdict. Janklow appeared stunned 
as the verdict was read. He later refused to 
respond to questions shouted by reporters 
Janklow, 64, was convicted of second- 
degree manslaughter, reckless driving, run- 
ning a stop sign and speeding for the Aug. 16 
crash that killed Randy Scott, 55, a farmer from 
Hardwick, Minn. Prosecutors said Janklow 
was traveling more than 70 mph when he 
crashed with Scott’s Harley-Davidson. 

Janklow could get up to 10 years in prison

Dean to 
Get Gore 
Support 

Key endorsement adds to 
front-runner’s momentum 

MANCHESTER, N.H. | Former Vice President 
A1 Gore intends to endorse Howard Dean 
for the Democratic presidential nomination, 
a dramatic move that could tighten Dean’s 
grip on the front-runner position. 

Gore, who won the popular vote but lost 
the electoral vote in the 
disputed 2000 election, 
has agreed to endorse 
the former Vermont gov- 
ernor in New York City’s 
Harlem neighborhood on 
Tuesday, said a source close 
to Gore. The two men will 
then travel to Iowa, site of 
the Jan. 19 caucuses that kick off the nomi- 
nating process, the source said. 

Dean’s campaign declined to comment. 

The former vice president is widely pop- 
ular among key primary voters due in part 
to the widespread belief among Democratic 
activists that the 2000 election was taken 
from him. 

Gore’s endorsement carries more weight 
than Dean’s labor endorsements, said American 
Federation of State, County and Municipal 
Employees President Gerald McEntee. 

“It goes so far in dispelling this idea that 
swirls around that Dean would not be a good 
candidate in the [election],” he said. “If there 
is anybody . . . who wants to beat George Bush

Bush Signs $400B 
Medicare Measure 

Move adds prescription drug benefit to program 


WASHINGTON | President Bush on 
Monday signed into law the most 
far-reaching changes in Medicare 
in nearly four decades, an overhaul 
that includes for the first time a pre- 
scription-drug benefit for seniors. 

Bush said the measure, estimated 
to cost $400 billion over the next 10 
years, would give older Americans 
“more control over their health care, 
so they can receive the modem medi- 
cal care they deserve.” 

The new law will carry out 
the most extensive changes since 
Medicare’s creation in 1965. It adds a 
prescription dmg benefit beginning 
in 2006.

WASHINGTON | Congress on Monday 
approved the first national effort to 
stem a flood of unwanted e-mail 
pitches offering prescription drugs, 
cheap loans and other come-ons. 

President Bush has indicated he 
intends to sign the measure into law. 


Indeed the White House revamped 
its own e-mail system this summer 
over a flood of so-called spam. 

Clogged inboxes have become a 
leading irritation among Internet 
users, an increasing business expense 
for companies and a popular target 
for Washington interest before an 
election year. 

The House voted without dissent 
to approve slight changes Senate law- 
makers made to the “can spam” leg- 


islation, which would outlaw the 
shadiest techniques used by the 
Internet’s most prolific e -mailers, 
who send tens of millions of mes- 
sages each day. 

The bill was among the far- 
thest-reaching Internet measures 
approved during Bush’s term, which 
has largely continued the Clinton 
administration’s hands-off approach 
toward regulating America’s tech-

Rosa Parks Lawsuit Allowed to Proceed 


WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
refused Monday to intervene in alaw- 
suit over the hit song “Rosa Parks” 
by the rap group OutKast. 

The action, taken without com- 
ment from the justices, means the 
90 -year-old civil rights figure can 
resume her lawsuit against the band. 
The 1998 song is about the entertain- 
ment industry and its lyrics do not 


refer to Parks by name. The chorus 
of the song goes, “Ah-ha, hush that 
fuss.

Parks claimed that OutKast vio- 
lated her publicity and trademark 
rights and defamed her.

Russian Elections Labeled ‘Unfair’ 


White House echoes 
complaints about 
parliamentary vote 

MOSCOW I The White House 
expressed concern Monday over the 
fairness of Sunday’s parliamentary 
elections in Russia, which human 
rights officials said marked a retreat 
from democracy in the country. 

A sweeping victory by President 
Vladimir Putin’s allies pushed lib- 
eral, Western-oriented parties out 
of parliament for the first time since 
the Soviet collapse. The main pro- 
Kremlin party. United Russia, won 
nearly three times as many votes as 
its closest rival, results indicated. 


“Our main impression of the 
overall electoral process was ... one 
of regression in the democratization 
of this country,” said Bruce George, 
head of the Parliamentary Assembly 
of the Organization for the Security 
and Cooperation in Europe.

U.S. Launches Huge Afghan Offensive 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | The U.S. 
military launched its largest post- 
war offensive against Taliban and al 
Qaeda insurgents Monday, sending 
2,000 soldiers into a lawless swath 
of southern and eastern Afghanistan 
to put down a wave of attacks. 

The operation began as Afghan 
and U.N. officials warned that one 
of the military’s most tragic blun- 
ders — the killing of nine children 
in an airstrike — could drive more 
Afghans into the arms of the rebels. 


“Every innocent who is killed 
has brothers, uncles, sisters and 
nephews — and behind them, the 
tribe,” said Sadokhan Ambarkhil, 
deputy governor of Paktika, one of 
the most dangerous provinces for 
coalition troops and their Afghan 
allies. “If 10 people are killed, how 
many people are saddened?” 

U.S. officials insist they had pre- 
pared the attack carefully and were

U.S.-backed proposal 
urges ‘coordinated’ steps 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I A U.S.- 
backed proposal to end the North 
Korean nuclear crisis calls for 
“coordinated steps” to dismantle 
Pyongyang’s atomic weapons pro- 
gram, an official said Monday. 

The plan, which differs with 
North Korea’s call for “simultaneous 
action,” was being sent to Chinese 
diplomats in Beijing to be forwarded 
to the North Korean government. 
If accepted, the proposal could lead 
to a new round of talks. 

The United States, China, Russia, 
Japan and the two Koreas have been 
trying for weeks to jump-start a sec- 
ond round of six-way talks on eas- 
ing tensions. A first round of nego- 
tiations in Beijing ended in August 
without much progress. 

The sides have been split over 
U.S. security guarantees and how 
to verify whether North Korea has 
truly abandoned its nuclear ambi- 
tions. The North wants Washington 
to issue the assurances simultane- 
ously with a Northern renunciation 
of its nuclear weapons program, 
while the United States wants the

CHESAPEAKE, VA. | Lee BoydMalvo 
was the spotter and not the shooter 
in all but one of last year’s sniper 
killings, Malvo told a psycholo- 
gist, contradicting the confession 
he gave to police. 

Psychologist Dewey Cornell 
of the University of Virginia said 
Malvo blamed himself for the arrest 
of John Allen Muhammad, and felt 
compelled to take the blame for the 
sniper rampage, Cornell testified 
Monday at Malvo’s trial. 

The confession Malvo gave to 
police — in which he claimed he 
was the shooter in all of last year’s 
killings — was “an attempt to sacri-

fice himself and claim credit to spare 
Mr. Muhammad,” Cornell said. 
“He felt responsible for their 


being caught by falling asleep, and 
he blamed himself for the failure of 
their mission,” he said. Malvo and 
Muhammad were arrested while 
sleeping in a car at a highway rest 
stop in Maryland. 

Malvo is presenting an insanity 
defense to capital murder charges 
in the slaying of FBI analyst Linda 
Franklin on Oct. 14, 2002. 

Cornell diagnosed Malvo with 
a dissociative disorder, a form of 
mental illness in which a person 
loses touch with reality. Prosecutor 
Robert F. Horan Jr. expressed 
skepticism about the diagnosis.

A Kick for the Shins 

What’s it feel like to be rock’s next big thing? To the Shins, like normal 



MELANCHOLY BABY: The dark Shins aren’t your little brother’s garage-rock band. 


PERSONALITY I The Shins are the 
kind of band that has no business 
having a career, at least not now. 
Their music is built on soft- cornered 
melodies, weird chord changes and a 
shimmery ambiguity that hardly fit 
with the crisp, direct, sharp -edged 
sound of the so-called garage-rock- 
revival. 

But here they are, newly crowned 
rock ’n’ roll royalty. 

Lead singer, songwriter and gui- 
tarist James Mercer, 32, conceded 
that the Portland, Ore.-based Shins 
have little to do with the now-reign- 
ing garage-rock sound. “They’re 
rock ’n’ roll songs with a melodic 
line and a good beat,” he said, sip- 
ping a beer. “What kids have liked 
since the early ’50s.” 

This band was formed in 
Albuquerque, N.M., though Mercer 


— the son of an Air Force colonel 

— grew up mostly in Germany 
and England. In high school near 
London, he was turned on by the 
Smiths, the Jesus and Mary Chain 


and My Bloody Valentine. 

“There’s a certain weird mel- 
ancholy to the melodies that I’ve 
always enjoyed,” he says of English 
music. “I read in ... one of the roman- 


tic poets that long ago they believed 
that the gall bladder created mel- 
ancholy — and that only the British 
had that organ.” 

His own songs are full of visual 
imagery that is arresting and at times 
overwrought: grass growing from 
bedsheets, ice cubes melting in the 
ocean, and a girl who looks “like a 
knife wearing tennis shorts.” 

“I spent days and days in coun- 
try-western bars with my dad,” he 
said, referring to imitation honky- 
tonks in Germany that offered wet 
T-shirt contests and pits where visi- 
tors could grill their own steaks. 

But he takes country in his own 
direction. With its pedal-steel gui- 
tar, “Gone for Good” is the most 
musically traditional song on the 
album. But the lyrics sound more at 
home in a physics lab than a Merle 
Haggard song. 

Mercer admits that there are 
limits to what rationality can do. 
“Math is a very good way to describe 
music — but the roots of music are 
unknown to man.” scott timberg (los

Speeding Deals 


B ROAD BAN D | Jace Curtis is the kind 
of customer who could help phone 
companies catch up to cable opera- 
tors in the high-speed Internet mar- 
ket. Curtis, a marketing manager 
for a high-tech company in Austin, 
already had broadband from his 
cable company but jumped to a 
digital-subscriber line service, or 
DSL, for one reason: price. 

The offer that snagged Curtis 
— $ 26.95 a month — came from 
SBC Communications Inc., which 
cut its lowest broadband price 10 
percent this fall, far below the aver- 
age of about $45 a month charged 
by cable companies. 

SBC and other phone companies 
are still playing catch-up with the 
cable guys, who control about two- 
thirds of the rapidly growing market 
for high-speed Internet service. 

Phone companies are turn- 
ing to price cutting to close the 


gap. BellSouth Corp. and others 
are trotting out slower broad- 
band at cheaper rates to entice 
price -driven consumers. Verizon 
Communications Inc., SBC and 
others offer discounted DSL to 
customers who also order local or 
long-distance phone service. 

For now, cable companies are 
mostly holding prices steady and 
instead are competing by offer- 
ing ever-faster service. That could 
potentially lead to price wars, or 
to a two-tiered consumer broad- 
band market. 

Phone companies could wind up 
charging lower rates to people who 
use the Internet mostly for browsing 
and e-mail, while cable companies 
take the high-end customers who 
will pay more for quicker download- 
ing of streaming video and other 
bandwidth-intensive applications.

The New Hampshire primary is 
always discussed in the context of 
its influence and potential to pre- 
dict who will be a party’s presiden- 
tial nominee. Is there any evidence 
that it might also indicate which 
party’s final nominee might win the 
presidential election? 

The truth is that Iowa and New 
Hampshire really do more to winnow 
down the field of candidates than 
they do in selecting presidents. Look 
to N.H. to be a battleground. It has 
voted for the general election winner 
as far back as I can remember. 

Why is it that candidates have 
been spending more than twice 
as much money in Iowa as in New 
Hampshire this year? 

As much as I hate to admit it, 
the reason is that Iowa is where 
the action is. Poll numbers sug- 
gest a dogfight for first place there 
between Howard Dean and Dick 
Gephardt. Third and fourth place 
could be up for grabs. 

Even though Sen. John Kerry is 
now talking about finishing in the 
top two in New Hampshire, is it 
probable that he is cratering and 
could finish third or even fourth? 

I will say it here: John Kerry 
could finish third in New Hampshire, 
but I see that as highly unlikely right 
now. The battle for third place in 
N.H. recently has been a contest 
between John Edwards and Wesley 
Clark. During this period there has 
been a lot of inside -baseball fight- 
ing between the two, but now both 
Edwards and Clark are looking at 
Kerry sink and wondering if they 
can grab second. Look for some shot 
at Kerry in Tuesday night’s debate 
from New Hampshire.
